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Sstlnatea  of  the  percentages  of  the  Tarious  varieties  of  ootton  planted  in  the  United  States  in  1963,  hjr  counties,  districts  and 
states,  are  presented  in  this  report.  Conparative  variet/  data  for  the  four  jrears  1959-62  are  shown  bjr  districts  and  states.  A 
prelisilnary  report  containing  percentage  distributions  of  varieties  in  the  earl;  harvesting  areas  of  south  Teicas  was  published 
in  add-June. 

The  variet;  data  presented  herein  are  based  principally  on  estimates  furnished  by  ootton  ginners  for  the  territories  served  by 
their  gins.  Supplemental  information  is  obtained  from  others  closely  associated  with  cotton  culture  in  their  respective  areas 
such  as  seed  breeders  and  dealers  and  county  agents. 

This  year's  estimates  indicate  that  three  general  varieties  account  for  nearly  one-half  of  cotton  acreage  planted  in  the  United 
States.  These  varieties  in  order  of  their  relative  importance  are  Deltaplne,  Acala ,  and  Lankart.  A  percentage  distribution  of 
the  ten  leading  general  varieties  planted -in  1963  with  comparisons  for  four  preceding  years  is  presented  at  the  foot  of  this 
page.  All  strains  of  each  particular  variety  are  combined  for  the  purpose  of  this  comparison. 

Deltaplne  remains  the  leading  variety  of  cotton  planted  in  the  United  States  with  25  percent  of  the  total  acreage,  the  same  pro° 
portion  as  a  year  earlier.  Deltaplne  is  the  principal  variety  in  Arizona,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee.  The 
strain  DPL  Smooth  Leaf  accounts  for  nearly  22  percent  of  total  acreage  planted  against  20  percent  last  year  and  17  percent  two 
years  ago. 

Acala  is  the  second  leading  variety  of  cotton  planted  this  year.  Estimates  indicate  that  this  variety  accounts  for  14  percent 
of  total  acreage,  down  slightly  from  a  year  earlier.  Acala  remains  the  leading  variety  in  California,  Nevada,  New  Mexico  and 
District  6  of  Texas.  Acala  1517  strains  are  the  most  popular  in  all  states  named  above  except  in  California  where  Acala  4—42 
is  predominate  with  07  percent  of  total  acreage  planted. 

Lankart  maintains  third  position  this  year  with  nine  percent  of  total  United  States  planted  acreage  against  11  percent  last 
year.  Lankart  Is  the  leading  variety  planted  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas,  accounting  for  58  and  24  percent,  respectively,  of  total 
acreage  in  each  of  these  two  states. 

Stonevllle  gained  in  popularity  In  this  year's  plantings  and  became  the  fourth  leading  variety.  This  variety  accounted  for 
eight  percent  of  acreage  planted  this  year  against  five  and  three  percent,  respectively,  in  the  two  preceding  years.  Although 
Stonevllle  is  not  the  principal  variety  planted  in  any  state,  it  is  the  second  leading  variety  planted  in  several  south  central 

states  and  is  planted  to  some  extent  in  nearly  all  states. 

Coker  and  Qregg  are  the  next  two  leading  varieties  with  each  accounting  for  seven  percent  of  acreage  planted  this  year.  Coker 
remains  the  leading  variety  in  all  southeastern  states  with  the  exception  of  Alabama.  Gregg  is  the  second  most  popular  variety 
in  Texas  with  21  percent  of  plantings  this  year  while  11  percent  of  New  Mexico's  acreage  is  planted  to  this  variety. 

Other  leading  varieties  planted  this  year  are  Rex,  Paymaster,  Dixie  King  and  Empire.  Rex  is  the  principal  variety  planted  in 
Missouri  and  Arkansas  and  also  accounts  for  substantial  acreage  in  North  Carolina.  Paymaster  is  a  newcomer  to  this  year's  list 

of  ten  leading  varieties  and  represents  a  sizable  acreage  in  Texas  with  lesser  acreages  in  New  Mexico  and  Oklahoma.  Dixie  King 

is  the  most  popular  variety  in  Alabaona  and  continues  as  the  second  leading  variety  in  Tennessee.  Empire  returns  to  the  ten 
leading  varieties  after  a  year's  absence  from  the  list  with  sizable  acreages  reported  in  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Tennessee.  Pima 
S-2  remains  the  leading  variety  of  American-Egyptistn  cotton  representing  about  86  percent  of  this  year's  acreage. 

The  variety  data  presented  In  this  report  are  estimates  which  should  serve  as  reliable  guides  as  to  the  geographic  distribution 
and  proportions  of  the  various  varieties  of  cotton  throughout  the  Cotton  Belt,
